|GOV. MAJOR SIGNS 
NEW PRIMARY LAW 


Election Will Be Held March 7 
—Last Filing Day Is 
in Doubt. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 14.—Gov. 
Major signed the municipal primary law 
for St. Louis this morning. This will 
enable the Board of Election Commis- 
sioners of St. Louis to begin prepara- 
tions for holding the primary on March 
7%. Feb. 22 is the last day for the filing 
by candidates. 

The first municipal primary bill was 
Prepared by former Election Commis- 
Sioner Joseph Jamison of St. Louis. This 
bill proposed to place party committees 
absolutely under the control of a 
stringent law making it impossible for 
them -to interfere in politics. 

Michael K. McGrath, late Representa- 
tive from St. Louis, prepared another 
bill with the principal features similar 
to the Jamison bill. ‘ Both the Jami- 
son and McGrath bills were rejected, 
and the Committee on Elections of the 
Legislature prepared its own bill, which 
was finally passed. 

The bill provides that all candidates 
must file 11 days before the primary 
election, which will be held March 7. 
There is some confusion among politi- 
cians as to. whether Feb. 24 will be th> 
last filing day, or whether Saturday, 
Feb. 22, will be the last day. 

A general statute provides that when 
any day fixed by law falls on Sunday, 
the matter shall go over until the fol- 
lowing day. A ruling on the last filing 
Cay by the Election Commissioners 
probably will be demanded by the party 
committees.

The claim’is the balance alleged to be 
due On bonds of the defunct United 
States Independent Telephone Co. pur- 
chased by Forster in 19065. 

Forster, who was a St. Louis brewer, 
died Feb, 21, 1912. ,His widow is execu- 
trix of his estate. 
McPherson avenue, in Parkview. 
tracted in 190% to purchase for himsceif 
and August Gehner $40,000 worth of 
bonds of the independent 
concern. The contract was an under- 
writer’s agreement, according to the 
petition, in which Forster wepranenses 
himself and Gehner. 

Claim Assigned to Plaintiff. 

Forster agreed to pay for the bonds 
in installments of 20 per cent each, the 
petition states, and he paid $9000, leav- 
ing a balance of $31,000. 

The claim was assigned to the plain- 
tiff company by the telephone concern 
as part payment of an indebtedness of 
$742,678, according to the allegations. 
The plaintiff is represented by the law 
firm of Leahy, Saunders & Barth. 

The United States Independent Tele- 
phone Co. went into the hands of re- 
ceivers in 1907. It was organized under 
the laws of New Jersey and had a capi- 
tal stock of $50,000,000. 

Several residents of St. Louis lost 
large amounts of money when the con- 
cern went under, and it is said that they 
hold bonds having a face value of $950,- 
000. 

Some Bondholders Collected. 

In December 650 St. Louis bondhold- 
ers received approximately $350,000 from 
the receivers in full payment of their 


$550,000. Bondholders who were not mem- 
bers of the Bondholders’ Protective As- 
sociation have not received anything 
for the bonds they hold. 

A. suit against Adolphus Busch re- 
cently was filed in New York to recov- 
er the money lost by several bondhold- 
ers. Several tracts of land owned in 
that city by Busch were attached. The 
suits are based on the ground that 
Busch induced the plaintiffs to pur- 
chase stock in the defunt telephone com- 
pany by misrepresentations.

Federal engineers have began 
placing a_ series of mines 
charged with dynamite beneath 
nouses between the National 
Palace and the arsenal. The 
explosion of these is to clear a 
passage four blocks long 
through which the artillerymen 
will direct fire against Diaz and 
his army in their positions about 
the arsenal. 

Residents Forced From Home. 

The buildings in this doomed 
section are constructed wall to 
wall and the district is densely 
populated. Residents were 
warned during the night to 
evacuate their homes. All es- 
ecaped with nothing but their 
persona! belongings.

Wilted and Tired Women March- 
ers Get Hilarious Reception 
From University Men. 


“ON TO TRENTON” TODAY 


Gen. Rosalie Jones’ Theft of 
Blankets From Advance Man 
Shows Her Intrepidity. 


ost-Dispatch. 

PRINCETON, N. J., Feb. 14.—On to 
Trenton: the brave army of suffragettes 
is marching today. 
Cries of “Rah! Rah! Jonesey!” 
echoed through the streets last night 
when 1000 college students yelled them- 
selves hoarse as Gen. Rosalie G. Jones 
and her wilted army of suffragist hik- 
ers to Washington came up the main 
street long after dark. 
Apparently the Princeton boys had 
been waiting around all day to wel- 
come the walkers, for, when Mrs. J. 
Boldt of New York, accompanied by a 
war correspondent, appeared just before 
sunset—she having taken the shortest 
route—400 students “rushed’’ her, cheer- 
ing for votes for women and demanding 
a speech. 
They thought she was Gen. Jones. The 
mob nearly carried her off her feet, and 
nothing would do but she must mount 
a horseblock and make a speech. She 
did it very well, though it was her first 
speech. Then she escaped into the 
Princeton Inn, hysterical. 

Marchers Lose Their Way. 
The walk from Metuchen, increased to 
27 miles because the marchers lost their 
way several times, was the most heart- 
breaking of the hike. The women strag- 
gled into Princeton, the stronger ones 
almost carrying the weaker, but all 
bound to ‘“‘make it or burst.’’ 
The getting away from Metuchen was 
marred by the {ill-humor of Ed Van 
Wyck, the advance agent. He saw that 
every woman had a bed in the crowded 
hotel, then he accepted a sofa in the 
corridor outside Gen. Rosalie’s door. 
Late at night the hotel proprietor took 
pity on him, and threw over him a cou- 
ple of horse blankets, and one of the 
official banners of the army. 
Ed was as warm as toast when, about 
3 o’elock this morning, Gen. Rosalie, 
who slept with Col. Ida Craft, woke up 
and discovered she was cold. 

“Tl just look and see if I can find 
any more bed clothes,” said Col. Craft. 
Ed Loses His Blankets. 

Going to the door in her nightie, the 
good Colonel saw what she though was 
@ pile of bed clothes on an unused sofa 
in the hall. Reaching out, she dragged 
in the clothes and covered the little 

General snugly. 

When Gen. Jones awoke she found 
herself comfortable under two horse 
blankets and a banner reading ‘‘Fanat- 
ics, Criminals and Insane cannot vote. 
Neither can I. I will awake!” 

Not till Van Wyck had marched seven 
miles could he laugh at the jake. 
After luncheon in a hotel in New 
Brunswick ‘the army marched to Rut- 
gers College, where 600 students re- 
ceived them with wild shouts of joy. 
Some of-them plotted to kidnap Gen. 
Jones, but she escaped. 


“Sir Jimmie” Ig Knighted. 
The General was getting away diplo- 


matically when a student named James 
wanted to be introduced. When Gen. 
Jones pinned a button on his breast he 
theatrically sank upon one knee. The 
General, quick to catch the romantic 
side of the episode, touched him upon 
the shoulder with her staff and said: 
“Sir Jimmie, Knight of the Suffra- 
gettes, arise!’’ 

Thus was created a new order 
knighthood. ;

Wine Relieves Their Fatigue. 
R. von Krebs of this place, an aged 


German, stopped cutting wood in the 
forest and came out into the road to 
wait for Rosalie. He had read every 
word printed about the Albany hikers. 
After the army arrived the old farmer 
walked six miles at Gen. Rosalie’s elbow 
and talked to her all the way. When 
it was intimated everyone was tired he 
stopped, put his hands to his mouth, 
trumpet-like, and shouted at a cottage: 
“Hey, Tony Spinello! Come out with 
that wine!’’ 

Tony came. He had a gallon of home- 
made Concord grape wine and many of 
the weary suffragettes were glad to 
take it.. Then the miles slipped away 
easily for a while till the sun got low. 
As the weary toilers crept toward 
Princeton and the country roads grew 
darker and darker, the women were 
almost falling by the way. 

Had it not been for the foot powder 
and smelling salts that Chief Scout 
Schultz rushed to the girls down the 
road, half of them would never have ar- 
rived. 

“Princeton boys” almost went wild 
over the pilgrims. But an old inhab- 
itant says “The boys always holler just 
as loud over any new thing.”’ 

The attack on Trenton takes place to- 
day.

trum and probably then some, 

Under the artistic eye of the Hon. Mrs. 
Patricia Street ef Australia, the multi- 
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colored marchers will be arranged into 
one long color scheme that will dim the 
Slories of the rainbow. 

Miss Inez Milholland of New York, 
who will lead the procession on horse- 
back, will be clad in yellow, and behind 
her will troop 50 ushers in pale blue and 
gold. After them will come women in 
fowns of variegated hue representing 
the native dress of the four countries 
that have given the ballot to women— 
Norway, Finland, New Zealand and 
Australia. 

Following them will march represen- 
tatives of those countries which have 
Sranted only partial suffrage, Sweden, 
Denmark, Ireland, Great Britain, Aus- 
tria-Hungary and Belgium.

WIFE DEMANDS $3000 DUE 
ON ANTI-CRUELTY PACT 


Husband Agreed to Pay That 
Sum If He Were Bad; Then 
He Was Very Bad. 


LOS ANGELES, Cal., Feb. 14—In a 
complaint for $3000 damages, filed today 
by Mrs. Otillie K. Bowden against her 
former husband, Rolandus K. Bowden, 
a wealthy broker, she alleges that in 


October, 1909, she filed a suit for -di- 
voree, charging cruelty, but that her 
husband begged forgiveness, and she 
took him back Nov. 4 In the presence 
of friends, she claims, a contract was 
drawn up as follows: 

“The undersigned, Rolandus Bowden, 
does hereby agree to pay his wife, Otil- 
lie Bowden, $3000 if he, at any time in 
the future, treats her cruelly, abandons, 
deserts or otherwise gives her cause for 
action for divorce, providing that she 
Goes not by any similar acts give him 
cause for divorce. That the $3000 shall 
be paid upon the day such cruelty oc- 
curs. “ROLANDUS BOWDEN.”

Descendant of Aldens. 

Dr. Richard Derby, who is to marry 
Ethel Roosevelt, is a lineal descendant, 
through ‘his mother, of John and Pris- 

bite Alden. : 

His mother was Sarah Alden, daugh- 
ter of Gen. Alden of the United States 
Army. She married the late Dr. Rich- 
ard Derby in 1877, and by an odd coin- 
cidence, a story of the wedding pub- 
lished at the time began: ‘St. Thomas’ 
Church has not been so thronged since 
the marriage last winter of Miss Roose- 
velt, as it was yesterday for the wed- 
wing of Sarah Alden to Dr. Richard 
H. Derby.”’ 

Dr. R. H. Derby, who was one of the 
most eminent eye specialists in the 
country, desired his son to follow in his 
footsteps, and the young man made a 
special study of the eye for that pur- 
pose, though in his Harvard days he 
showed something of a preference for 
philosophical reading. 

He was a member of the famous class 
of 1903, regarded as one of the richest 
classes ever graduated from the famous 
institution at Cambridge. He was pre- 
pared at Groton School and went in for 


\ athletics. 


He was a member of the freshman 
football team during his first year at 
Harvard, 2 substitute on the varsity 
team, and pulled the bow oar in his 
class crew. 

In his junior year he was class presi- 
dent and throughout his college career 
was extremely popular. The faculty rec- 
ognized this fact when they induced 
him to help lead a movement to bring 
the students back into the yard dormi- 
tories in 1901. 

The richest of the students preferred 
the most luxurious outside residences 
and the faculty felt that this was not to 
the best interest of the school and spe- 
cial efforts were made to induce the 
most influential of the young men to 
return to the yard, in the hope there 
would be a general movement thus 
started. 

Moves to Senior Quarters. 

In his freshman year Derby roomed in 
Claverley, the most aristocratic and ex- 
pensive dormitory at Harvard, but the 
following year occupied No. 13 Hol- 
worth, a dormitory of much historic 
interest, access to which could usually 
be gained by students only in their 
senior year, and the fact that Derby 
moved in as a sophomore indicated that 
some strong influence had been exert- 
ed in his behalf. 

It was understood that this influence 
was exerted by the faculty in order to 
gain the effect of having such a promi- 
nent student back in the yard. 

After his graduation, Mr. Derby made 
an extended tour of Europe, and at its 
completion settled down, to the study 
ol his father’s profession, and bids fair 
to equal the reputation bullt up by his 
father as a specialist in eye affections. 


ST. LOUIS FRIENDS

Known as “Fine Fellow,” They 
Say, and Received Highest 
Class Honor. 


Classmates of Dr. Derby who now live 
in St. Louis say that he is a “fine fel- 
low,”’ and one whom former President 
Roosevelt may be proud to have as a 
son-in-law. 

William 8S. Bedal, an attorney in the 
Third National Bank Building, who was 
a fellow member with Dr. Derby in the 
graduating class of 1903 at Harvard, told 
& Post-Dispatch reporter Friday that 
Dr. Derby was so highly regarded by 
his classmates that he was made first 
marshal of the class at the commence-

ment exercises, the highest honor the 
class can ‘give. 

Dr. Derby was president of the class 
of 1903, and graduated with honors with 
600 other students, according to Bedal. 
He was a member of the varsity team 
and competed in the intercollegiate row- 
ing races, and played halfback in the 
football team while he attended col- 
lege. 

He was quite, modest, and unassuming, 
Bedal said, but always was one of the 
most loyal cs participants in athletic 
sports at the college and was one of 
the liveliest at social entertainments. 

He was graduated from the academic 
course at Harvard, and studied medi- 
cine after leaving that school, Bedal 
said. He is a graduate of the College 
of Physicians and Surgeons of New 
York.

He 
was a great anxiety to them on the 
plateau, and in the descent of Beard- 
mere Glacier, when the party got among 
very rough ice, Evans fell, injuring his 
head and sustaining a serious concus- 
sion. During the whole of the descent 
his condition delayed the party and 
their surplus food gradually diminished. 

Evans in a Collapse. 

On Feb. 17, while on the march, Evans’ 
foot worked out of his ski and he was 
compelled to fal] out to readjust it. The 
party moved along and, seeing he was 
not following, they camped and cooked 
a meal, anticipating Evans would soon 
reach the tent. When the meal was 
ready and he had not arrived, the party 
wént back and founa nem in a state of 
collapse. He bravely tried to go for- 
ward but had .to be placed on a sledge 
and 4ie€ a natural death within two 
hours of reaching the tent. This delay, 
as Capt. Scott stated in his diary, great- 
ly weakened the party and made an in- 
road into their surplus provisions, which 
was serious in view of the fact that the 
seascn was unduly advanced.

Unable to Agree Whethereor Not: 
Woman Could Have Been 
Burned After Operation.

Jurors in the damage suit of Mrs. 
Etta R. Hodges against Dr. Clarence 
M. Nicholson submitted to a test in 
Judge McQuillin’s Court Thursday to 
ascertain if they could be burned by 
steaming hot water as it dripped 
through a hose from a glass jar. Each 
juror held his hand under the hose £0 
that the water dripped upon it at the 
wrist. 

They made the test without flinching. 
Then they retired to consider the ver- 
dict. They were unable to agree by 6 
p. m. and were sneneee until Friday 
morning. 

Mrs. Hodges, wife of a physician at 
Nokomis, Ill., sued Dr. Nicholson for 
$15,000, alleging that she was seriously 
scalded by a hot saline solution ad- 
ministered to her after’ a surgical oper- 
ation Sept. 6, 191¢. 

The sviutron was used as a sanitary 
precaution by a nurse employed by Dr. 
Nicholson. It was alleged the nurse 
was careless and allowed the water to 
stream into the wound. Mrs. Hodges 
was under the influence of an anes- 
thetic. 

The defense was that the water run- 
ning through the hose cooled off suffi- 
ciently to prevent a serious burn. Dr. 
Nicholson brought the appliance used 
in the operation to court and nad the 
nurse heat some water to a tempera- 
ture of 160 degrees, the temperat:re, he 
said, of the water used. The water was 
then allowed to drip through the hose 
on the hands of the jyrors. 

Dr. Nicholson and the lawyers in the 
case, F. H. Bacon for the plaintiff and 
William R. Gentry for the defendant. 
also submitted to the test. Dr. N'chol- 
son, in the presence of the jury, hela 
the hose over the back of one of his 
ears, which, he said, is the tenderest 
part of the body, and allowed the hot 
water to pour over it.

SHOES WERE MADE 
INST. LOUIS IN 1912 


Value of Shipments Reached To- 
tal of $64,610,141, a Gain 
of $3,582,688. 


More shoes were made by St. Louis. 


factories in 1912 than ever before in any 
one year; the gain of three and a half 
million dollars in sales over the pre- 
vious year was the largest annual in- 
crease ever made here, and St. Louis 
has retained its standing as the largest 
shoe market in the world, according to 
statistics for the year gathered by the 
Shoe and Leather Gazette of St. Louis, 
a standard trade publication. 

The shipment of shoes from St. Louis 


in 1912 amounted to $64,610,141.31, the re- 
port says, a gain over 1911 of $3,582,688. 43. 
Fourteen manufacturers made 26,525,823 
pairs of shoes during the vear in the % 
factories operated in St. Louis end near- 
by towns. 

Within the last two years the St. 
Louis manufacturers have proved they 
can produce shoe styles in advance of 
many other markets. Many exclusive 














new fashions were developed tn the St. 
Louis market in 1912. Up to two years 
ago the St. Louis houses confined their 
product mostly to staple shoes. 
Strike Affected Output Total. 

The gain in sales which sets a new an- 
nual recofd would have been greater, the 
report states, had it not been for a 
strike of several months in one of the 
largest houses, and that another con- 


cern discontinued a contract it had with] 1 
the Government the year before for 


$50,000 worth of shoes. 

A great change in the buying methods 
of retailers has been noticed in the St. 
Louis market in the last year, the re- 
port says, which is due to the rapid 
change in the styles of shoes. Formerly 
a style would last a whole season, and 
sometimes for three or four years. At 
present, the life of some styles is not 
more than two or three months, whole- 
sale dealers say. 

The result has been that retailers in 
the St. Louis trade territory buy small- 
er stocks, buy oftener, and do not place 
orders very far in advance of the sea- 
sons. A comparatively few pairs of 
each size and width are purchased, and 
frequent mail orders are sent to replen- 
ish the stock as it is needed. 

Central Situation Is Vital. 

Rapid package car service enables St 
Louis houses to make quick deliveries, 
and the central location geographically 
of St. Louis gives wholesalers an advan- 
tage by which they can hold this trade 
against the markets of the world. Ir. 
many instances mail orders are received 
and the goods reached the‘retailer be- 
fore his order would reach a more dir- 
tant market, according to the report. 

Several St. Louis wholesalers are spe- 
cializing in high-grade shoes and are 





making their sales by special salesmen 
who stop only at the large cities ami 
show a” special line. In this way the 
St. Louis market is gaining an enviahie 
reputation for high-grade shoes and is 
making inroads in other trade territories 
in competition with other larger mar- 
kets,

Child Taken to Infectious Dis- 
eases Ward Was Ill With 
' Measles, She Says. 





NOT TOLD OF OPERATION 


After Many Inquiries Was In- 
formed Boy Had Pneumonia 
and Died of Empyema. 


Mrs. Mollie Sheble, of 2413 Eliot ave- 
nue, whose son, Charles Anthony She- 
ble, three and one-half years old, died 
in agi Infectious Disease Hospital on 
Jan. 22 after an operation for empyema, 
told Thursday the happenings leading 
up to the death of her child. She de- 
clared she. and her husband intend to 
bring a damage suit against the city 
for the boy’s death. 
Empyema is defined as a collection of 
pus in the pleural cavity, and sometimes 
follows severe attacks of pneumonia. 
Mrs. 
tion in the hands of Attorney Albert E. 
Hausman with instructions to file suit 
against the city in any amount that ie 
deems proper. Hausman said Friday 
that he had been denied access to the 
hospital records of the case and that 
he is in conference with the City Coun- 
sellor. 
Allegations that the hospital authori- 
ties were negligent in the treatment of 
the child after he had been placed in 
the institution with measles and that the 
physician performed the operation with- 
out the knowledge or consent of either 
her or her husband, Charles Sheble, wil! 
be made by Mrs. Sheble in her petition, 
she said. 

Had Measles at First. 

‘My boy was taken to the hospital 
Dec. 30,"" said Mrs. Sheble. ‘‘He had the 
measles, or at least that is what the 
city health authorities said he had, ana 


sign. I went to the hospital a few days 
later and they told me he was prac- 
tically well and that I could take him 
home in two or three days. 

“When I went back again, I was told 
that Charies was seriously ill with diph- 
theria. My sister, Miss Nellie Ring, 
who lives with me, accompanied me to 
the hospital. 
inside and see the little fellow. He lay 
in a’ bed with no clothes on except a 
thin nightgown. The window was open, 
and it was bitter cold outside. 

“Well, I telephoned to the hospita! 
every day, and was t 1 that the boy 
was better. About Jan. 29. my husband 
went to the hospital, and wag told that 
my child was dangerously lill with 
pneumonia. The next day the doctors 
operated on him without consulting us 
letting us know anything about it 
The child died the next day. The death 
certificate stated that the cause 0! 
detath was empyema. The burial certi- 
ficate said measles.

ANTI-HOME RULE PRETEXTS. 

The latest scheme devised by the opponents 0! 
Si. Louis home rule to defeat the amended 
Business Men's League bills in the State Legts- 
lature is a proposal to submit the question of 
home rule to the people of St. Louis. 

Certainly, the supporters of home rule would 
not be adverse to submitting the question to 
the voters of St. Louis, if their voice would 
settle the matter. The Post-Dispatch would wel- 
come a plebiscite under any circumstances which 
would assure a complete measure of home rule 
in the event of a favorable vote. Undoubtedly 
it would receive an overwhelming majority. 

But St. Louis expects to vote for home rule 
in the right way. The election of a Board of 
Freeholders to draft a new charter has been 
provided for. The new charter, reorganizing 
the city government, unquestionably will make 
provision for municipal control of police, excise 
and elections. The charter will be voted on as 
soon as it is prepared for submission. But its 
provisions for home rule would be invalid until 
the Legislature, by enactment, grants St. Louis 
the power to control these offices. Home rule 
provisions would be inoperative for at least two 
years unless the Legislature acts at this session. 

The proposed test vote, if submitted at a spe- 
cial election, would cost the city $65,000; and, if 
submitted at a general election, would postpone 
home rule for two years. It would accomplish 
no practical results. 4 

The manifest object of these proposals, com- 
ing from opponents of home rule, is to con- 
fuse the public mind, confuse the minds of legis- 
lators and supply pretexts for the Democratic 
administration to defeat home rule measures in 
the Legislature and thus evade the pledges of the 
Democratic party. 

We cherish the hope that in urging these de- 
vices for evasion and delay Gov. Major’s local 
organ is speaking for itself and- not for him and 
the Democratic administration; that he and his 
party associates are not trying to evade their 
‘home rule pledges by questioning whether St. 
Louis wants what they solemnly promised be- 
fore election, and whether their promises were 
constitutional. We reject the intimations that 
Gov. Major would be guilty of such underhand 
bad faith. 

Of a kind with these efforts to confuse the 
issue is the plea that New York is suffering from 
home rule. According to the New York World 
that city is the victim of a lack of home rule. 
It ascribes the city’s vice and graft to partial 
home rule and urges complete home rule as 
the remedy. In an editorial Wednesday, Feb. 
12, the World said: 

The Mayor makes no attempt to cure the 
cancer of corruption which comes from strip- 
ping the city of home rule and defining as 
crimes certain offenses that are not recog- 
nized as ¢rimes by public opinion. The stat- 


utes’ themselves which define these crimes 


are dishonest in their own definitions.

The Mayor is trying to establish by law a 
method of police administration that produced 
Becker end that has collapsed in practice. 
What he should do is to demand comptete 
home rule for New York City in all matters 
that affect public morals. Let the Legis- 
lature give the city the power to deal with 
these evils as it deals with other common 
nuisances. Then neither the regular police 
force nor a special police force would have 
‘criminal laws or criminal immunity tw sell. 
The Democrats may rest assured that St. 


|Louis will not accept any form of evasion, ex- 


cuse or pretext as justification for the violation 
of home rule anti-election pledges. The straight 
path of good faith and-sound Democratic prin-

The West End Business Men’s Association 

shows an intelligent and praiseworthy interest 
in conditions vitally related to St. Louis’ wel- 
fare by naming a committe of 800 to study va- 
rious phases of the subway problem. 
The action is timely. With a division of the 
subject and proper organization, this committee 
can do a work of great usefulness to the city. 
Not the least of the service which it has within 
its power to render igs continuous publicity for 
the project with suggestion as to possible ex- 
pedients for overcoming the handicaps by which 
the undertaking is surrounded. 

To provide a subway will be an arduous task. 
Not the least part of its difficulties will be en- 
countered in the preliminaries. Nothing is to 
be gained, however, by ignoring the necessity 
which every year is making more manifest and 
by postponing assumption of the burdens it will 
impose. Delay, in fact, may only increase its 
complications. The question which city growth 
makes very urgent must be faced as courageously 
as it has been faced in other cities which, have 
scught relief from the same irksome conditions. 
Other civic bodies will fulfill a duty by taking 
up the problem. Those with an official respon- 
sibility for St. Louis’ welfare should not side- 
step it. A subway would be a mighty municipal 
asset for this town.

The Situation in Mexico. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. : 

There are at -present three revolutions in 
Mexico, two directed against the Madero Govern- 
ment, and one against the government by any 
white man. 

The Mexican Indian has never, since the times 
of Cortez, been permitted to own land; yet they 
are not segregated, but live in the same cities 
and villages with the white man. In the City 
of Mexico, for instance, there are 400,000 Indians 
and fifty thousand whites. The condition of the 
Indian is that of a serf to the white man, a 
drudge for all work. 

Under Diaz the military were daily paraded 
through the streets of cities and villages to keep 
the Indian in awe, and the latter had become 
stoics without a ray of hope to improve their 
condition. 

When Diaz fell the Zapata Brothers incited the 
Indians to rebel. As there are twelve millions 
of Indians in Mexico and only three millions of 
whites, the Zapata movement will ultimately be- 
come the most important. 

In the meantime Madero and Gomez rebelled 
against the Diaz regime, and promsied the In- 
dians and other non-land-holding portions of the 
country to raise the taxes on land to such a 
height that the landholders would be forced to 
sell their land or an equitable portion of it, and 
to make the Mexican people, Indians and all, land- 
owners. 

Madero and Gomez inaugurated the revolution 
which overthrew Diaz. When Madero was elected 
President, Gomez expected to be made Vice- 
President. But at the last moment Madero for- 
sook his war partner, and Gomez received noth- 
ing for his indefatigable efforts during the 
Madero-Gomez revolution. Gomez then publicly 
reminded Madero of his pledge to the Mexican 
people; but the latter replied that the time was 
inopportune. Gomez then inaugurated the revolu- 
tion against Madero, and appointed Pascual Oroz- 
co as his military leader. 
of the north and is really a white man’s revolu- 
tion. 

When Diaz left Mexico, he abandoned hosts of 
friends and admirers, partly office holders dur- 
ing his tenure of office (27 years), partly those 
who: looked with dread upon the ascendency of 
the Indian element, and the inevitable ruin to the 
country in the semi-barbarism of their supremacy, 
a contingency, to their mind, unavoidable and in- 
evitable except under the iron hand of a Diaz. 
They were the large property holders, and peo- 
ple of culture in general, as well as the former 
bureaucracy. They induced young Diaz to rebel 
against Madero, who failed to make himself liked 
in the capital. This is the third revolution. There 
might have been a fourth one, had Gen. Reyes 
not ‘been killed, as Reyes had an enormous fol- 
lowing in the army, of which he was the idol. 

Americans hardly understand the condition of 
the Mexican army, and one hears on all sides 
the question, why 65,000 men (the standing army 
of Mexico) should not be able to suppress quick- 
ly any revolution that might arise. The answer 
is: The Mexican army is composed, as far as 
the rank and file are concerned, in this way: 
Every year the Government sends a company of 
soldiers to every city and hamlet of the Republic 
and they pick up the incorrigibles and take them 
to Yucatan, where soldiers are made of them. 
These soldiers hardly ever forget that the Gov- 
ernment has forced them under arms, and that 
the Government is not their friend. 

Moreover, in the various encounters with rebel 
armies, composed in all instances chifely of In- 
cians, the Indian contingent of the Federal army, 
the greater part, will not fire on their fellow 
Indians at the behest of the Government, but will 
shoot over their heads or into the ground. That 
explains the otherwise inexplicable reports of 
the almost bloodless battles fought from day to 
day. The oficers for the most part are white men, 
and may be loyal to the Government.

It is estimated that if we could use the right 
of way of the Hodiatmont line for an open sub- 
way from Vandeventer and Morgdn to the city 
limits, and then tunnel from Third street to 
Vandeventer we could build a four track subway 
for about six millions of dollars. The city could 
s¢ll bonds drawing four per cent interest to build 
this subway; and then could lease it to an oper- 
ating company at an advance sufficient to take 
care of the interest on these bonds and also es- 
tablish a sinking fund which would eventually re- 
tire them, thus leaving a permanent investment 
from which to reduce taxes or to extend the sub- 
Way system. 

This takes no account of the increase in the 
value of property in the sections reached by the 
system, an increase which would result in larger 
tax returns.

THE GENERAL PEACE MOVEMENT. 

CITY OF MEXICO, Feb. 14-—-The 
day opened with terrific cannonading 
between the Government troops and 
the revolutionists. The post-office was 
knocked over by one of the first shots 
fired. Another shot knocked the water 
tower over on the National Museum, 
bringing both of them down. Every- 
body applauded this shot. It was the 
most spectacular thing done by any of 
the gunners on either side. The Diaz 
forces decided early in the day to 
knock the tops off all the skyscrapers 
affording a coign of vantage for the 
machine guns of the enemy, and some 
of the finest structures in the city 
were knocked into a cocked hat in 
their upper reaches during the day. 
The Government is firing out of the 
business and resident district, and is 
therefbre doing less damage to prop- 
erty. It is only knocking things down 
where ‘it is necessary to see out. Both 
sides are fighting furiously, and the 
populace is panic-stricken. Otherwise 
the city is quiet. 

ADRIANOPLE, Feb. 14. — The ex- 
change of compliment between re- 
ligions goes on day and night with 
about the same enthusiasm that has 
characterized the action since it began. 
The Turks are more pressed for food 
than anything else. The city looks a 
good deal like a canebrake after a 
bear fight. Almost all the mosques, 
which constituted the chief beauty of 
Adrianople, have bgen shorn by round 
shot of their minarets, and about the 
only undefaced habitation in the com- 
munity is a deep hole in a clay baak. 
The contending gunners are mostly us- 
ing each other’s shot. The Bulgariaus 
and Servians fire a shot into town, the 
Turks dig it out of a baker shop or a 
10-cent store and fire it back, and it 
flies in and out until it wears down to 
a size that is difficult to trace through 
a sidehill or a rug store and. gets lost. 
About the only expense either side has 
been to for some time is for powder. 

TOKIO, Feb. 14.—Tokio is quiet again, 
but it searcely breathes. The Emperor 
has not appeared since the riot, and the

SAN SALVADOR, Feb. 14.—The situa- 
tion since the assassination wf the Presi- 
dent of Salvador has been very tense. 
Profiting by the experience of Madero, 


;the Government has made sure ‘that it 


hasn’t anyone in prison who has friends 
in the army. Everyone of this sort has 
been turned out, and the munitions of 
war at the arsenal have been scattered 
around, to diminish the danger of all of 
them being seized at once. An effort 
to unite all factions in a demonstration 
against the Monroe Doctrine this morn- 
ing failed. Several new processes. of 
keeping powder dry have been patented 
this week. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Feb. 14, — The 
fighting at the Tchataldja lines contin- 
ues. The situation out there !{s this: 
The Turks are in a long line of 
trenches, with no more than the tops 
of their heads sticking out when they 
fire. The Bulgarians are in similar 
trenches, making a similar display. Be- 
hind both are the cannon trying to drop 
shot into the trenches. It is a good deal 
like flipping pennies at a crack. It is 
charged by the military experts of other 
countries that the marksmanship is very 
poor, but the Turks and the Bulgarians 
protest that it is as good as anybody 
can do, considering that the trenches 
are neither so wide as a house nor so 
high as a hill. 

SCUTARI, Feb. 14.~The Montenegrins 
are tunneling under Scutari, and in the 


uncertainty of just how far the work’ 


bas progressed the expreaggion upon the 
face of the average Turkish soldier in 
the city is about the most amusing thing 
in the Orient. As a matter of fact, it is 
believed that the Montenegrins have 
only begun tunneling, but the Turk is 
not an optimist, and can already im- 
agine himself going up.

THE MYSTERY OF LONGEVITY. 
From the New ‘York Herald. 

The celebration of birthdays at about 
fourscore by two men so prominent in 
the life of New York City as Mr. Choate 
and Commodore Benedict has pgompted 
not a little speculation upon the prob- 
lem of long life. Many of the workers 
nearly every moment of whose time has 
}been occupied and who have shouldered 
large responsibilities have lived long 
lives.. The idea that work exhausts 
vitality is contradicted by hundreds of 
examples in the last two generations. 

Why a particular human cell from the 
first moment of its growth should, 
barring accident, be destined to long 
life while another exhausts itself in 40 
or 60 years is exactly the same prob- 
lem as why this microscopic cell should 
multiply so as to make one man more 
than six feet tall and another only 
five feet nothing. Length of life and 
size of body are hereditary in about 
equal degree, but to know that only 
brings us a little nearer the heart of 
the mystery, yet does not solve it for 
us.

TENTH BEETHOVEN 


SYMPHONY HAS ITS 
LOGAL PREMIERE 


To the St. Louis Orchestra Club 
Goes Honor of ‘‘Jugend’s’”’ 
First Playing Here. 


By RIPLEY D. SAUNDERS. 
O the St. Louis Orchestra Club 

+ under the directorship of Frank 

Gecks belongs the high honor of 
giving St. Louis its first hearing of 

Beethoven’s tenth (‘“Jugend’’) sym- 
phony, discovered about three years ago 
by Professor Dr. Stein of Jena, Ger- 
many, after having reposed for a cen- 
tury among other long-forgotten pa- 
pers, and causing a memorable stir in 
European musical centers when first 
performed in the recent past. 

The St. Louis Orchestra Club is a 
symphonic organization composed of 
some 75 young men and women who 
play good music for the love of it, 
which is a fine thing to do, and who 
play it amazingly well, all things con- 
sidered, which also is a fine thing to 
do. 

In the Central High School Auditoriim 
on Thursday evening these young mu- 
sicians gave a genuinely worthy inter- 
pretation of the ‘‘new’’ Beethoven sco->4, 
enabling their audience to enjoy one of 
the rarest of musical pleasures, that 
of listening to a premiere presentation 
of a great symphonic work, and to feel, 
additionally, that they were taking part 
in a memorable historical event. 

The “Jugend” symphony, true to its 
title, is instinct with the spirit of youth 
and the joy of living, which is youth’s | 
most precious possession, and, written | 
by Beethoven in the glad flush of early 
manhood, bears many evidences of the 
power that was to come with the ma- 
turer years of its creator. 

Quite typical, also, of Beethoven's 
genius, it is marked by a splendid sim- 
plicity and the very essence of greatly 
melodious song, and there is no moment 
in its hearing when one may not realize 
the noble ardor with which the young 
Beethoven must have brought his first 
symphonic utterance into being. 

The symphony’s first movement, the 
allegro-energico, sounds a spirited and 
happily confident strain, enlisting the 
full choir of strings and gradually re- 
inforci¢z these with the horns and wood- 
winds employed in lovely unison. A mo- 
mentary change to an even more joyous 
lilt of exuberant mood, voiced by the 
instant later, by

The minuetto third movement is of 
the quaintest charm, a truly typical ex- 
ample of that blend of dignity and 
humor so often encountered in Beetho- 
ven, and calls most authoritatively upon 
the strings and wood-winds for its full- 
est exposition. 

Demurely old-fashioned in its content 
and structure, it came with almost 
startiing vitality as a voice from the 
past, filling the imagination with pic- 
turesque musings and the spiritual frag- 
rance of old lavender. It was very del- 
icately interpreted by Mr. Geck’s young 
players, testifying eloquently to their 
appreciation of its poetic spirit. 

Least satisfying of the four move- 
ments was the fourth, which brings the 
‘“Jugend’’ symphony.to its close. Here 
one is made to feel that the young Bee- 
thoven, himself red-blocded and ardent 
in his youthful power, had not yet ar- 
rived at that period when the sounding 
of life’s deeper notes is possible. 

And it is with just such an utterance, 
one cannot but believe, that even a 
“Jugend”’ symphony best may find its 
closing strain. The song-essence is here, 
inextinguishable as ever, but its fabric 
now, when at least a moment of so- 
berer thought should come, is of too 
light and tricksome a texture. The itm- 
maturity of feeling is keenly recognized, 
and, just to this extent, the score lacks 
the round fullness that should attach to 
it if its psychology is to be entirely 
comprehensive. 


A very great and well-deserved en- 
thusiasm was manifested by the audi- 
ence when the notable performance was 
completed, Director Gecks being brought 
several times to the footlights to bow his 
acknowledgment of such acclaim. 

Other features of the program were 
the song numbers that introduced Mrs. 
Franklin H. Knight as the soloist, and 
the orchestra’s presentation of Luigini’s 
“Egyptian Ballet’ suite and the over- 
ture to Mendelssohn’s ‘“‘Ruy Blas.” 

Mrs. Knight's mellow, truthful and 
finely emotional contralto voice was 
heard to much advantage in Secchi's 
**‘Lungi dal cars bene,’’ Brahms’ “‘Sand- 
maenchen,"”’ Chadwick's ‘‘The Danza,” 
Whitcomb’s “To a Faded Rose,’”’ Mary 
T. Salter’s “The Cry of Rachel,’ Cole- 
ridge-Taylor’s “Candle-Lightin’ Time,” 
and Whelpley’s “The Nightingale Has a 
Lyre of Gold.” She scored a vedy dis- 
tinct success with her audience.
